DAYS 


An 
Interestine 
History 
of 


the Early Days of Safford 


and the Gila Valley

About the winter of 
1873 a small 
party of hardy 
pioneers 
who 
had 
been for a number of years making 
an effort 
to develop 
water at Gila 
Bend 
below 
Phoenix 
and 
having 
their dams and 
canals washed away 
by high 
water and 
crops dried out 
in 
consequence 
concluded 
to 
try 
anew 
in tne 
valley or tne ruemo 
Viejo 
as this whole valley was then 
called 
They made their first camp 
on the bank of the river near here 
Other settlers came and gradually a 
new settlement came into existence 
These first settlers 
were the true 
pioneers 
They had 
so many hard- 
ships 


¬ 
to enduie that it is a wonder 
they had the courage to remain 
At that 
time 
Tucson 
was 
the 
capitol of 
Arizona 
and the nearest 
place fiom which food and clothing 
could be supplied 
The eettlers raised 
fine 
squash 
pumpkins 
sorghum 
potatoes and other vegetables 
The 
sorghum was used in place of sugar 
which was so expensive 
a little had 
to go a long way 
They made trips 
np Into the Uraliam 
mountains ana 
gathered wild grapes and berries in 
season 
The flour 
which had to be hauled 
from Tucson 
was not as good as the 
poorest grade 
made 
now and cost 
1000 a sack 
Coffee 
was 
100 a 
uuund 
About the only way of getting the 
flour coffee etc 
and 
cloth 
to 
be 
made into clothing was when enough 
mpney 
had 
been 
gotten 
together 
from every one in the settlement to 
send men and teams for them 
Some ¬ 
times they went to Tucson and some ¬ 
times across New Mexico to the Rio 
Grande and 
these 
were 
long and 
dangerous trips 
In 1878 one party of five men who 
were sent out for supplies to the Rio 
Grande were all killed by Victoras 
band of Indians in New Mexico 
So 
the settlers 
lost all 
their 
earnings 
and hadnosupplies that timeThis 
made very 
hard times and it was a 
problem to 
find enough 
to eat and 
clothes to wear 
until a new 
party 
could be sent out 
Besides the fear of getting out of 
food was the greater fear of the In- 
dians

They were on the San Carlos 
Reservation 
and 
were 
supposed 
to 
be peaceful 
but 
bands often went 
out on the warpath and spread terror 
throughout the country 
so the peo 
pie never knew what to expect from 
them 
Themesquiteandsage 
brush were 
so thick where SatFords streets and 
houses 
are now that one could see 
only a little distance 
and it was no 
uncommon 
occurrence 
for an Indian 
to slip 
out from behind 
the brush 
and 
come walking 
in at the cabin 
door or put his face up against the 
window and peer in if the door hap- 
pened

who had two doors had her husband 
nail one up so that when the Indians 
did come 
to call on them she could

two of their 
number Joshua 
Bailey

large adobe buildings 
later 
occupied by Blakes Store 
between 
where 
is now 
the 
flour 
mill 
and 
Ginter residence 
and started another 
store 
So little by little civilization 
began to creep in and some of 
the 
hardships to disappear 
In 1876 the present townsite was 
laid out under the townsito laws of 
the United States 
Lots were sold 
at 
1000 
apiece

after the third Governor of Arizona

Safford 
who

that 
time made a visit to this valley and 
who always took a lively interest in 
its development
